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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


In  presontiii<;'  you  ilic  rei)ort  of  tlio  past  year  vv(;  IVd  jiisii- 
licd  in  saying  that  it  has  been  one  of  prosperity. 

We  luive  been  able  to  Jiave  thirty-three  weeks  in  all  the  se'iools 
but  in  No.  6  which,  through  the  generous  contribution  of  Mr.  E. 
.1.  Wellington,  is  still  in  session. 

We  have  had  teachers  in  most  of  the  schools  who  have 
worked  faithfully  and  have  taken  interest  in  their  work,  while 
we  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  one  or  two  have  not  proved  satis- 
factory, we  find  it  hard  to  alwa3^s  get  the  teacher  we  would  like, 
coming  to  us  as  they  do  many  times  utter  strangers,  getting  their 
position  through  an  agency  who  guarantee  them  a  position  for 
a  year  with  the  understanding  that  they  shall  pay  to  them  a  cer- 
tain per  cent  of  their  salary.  Our  district  superintendent  has, 
however,  adopted  tlie  rule  of  having  the  teacher  sign  a  contract, 
that  if  she  does  not  fill  the  position  satisfactorily  it  means  her  dis- 
missal after  giving  her  proper  notice. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  made  a  change  in  superin- 
tendents. Mr.  James  N.  Pringie,  who  took  up  the  work  v/ith  us 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  has  proved  himself  to  be  a  most 
capable  man  for  the  position,  working  in  harmony  with  both 
teacher  and  pupil  and  trying,  we  believe,  to  get  the  best  results 
possible. 

We  ^vould  urge  upon  all  to  become  acquainted  with  the  man, 
for  to  know  him  means  to  like  him. 

We  have  been  criticized  to  a  certain  extent  for  running  the 
two  schools  at  the  centre.  We  are  well  aware  that  this  is  not  a 
financial  sclieme  but  we  thoroughly  believe  in  having  one  graded 
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school  in  town^  and  we  wisli  we  could  impress  on  the  minds  of 
the  parents  the  advantages  of  such  a  school,  and  we  helieve  it  to 
be  the  duty  of  every  parent,  as  soon  as  their  child  is  far  enough 
advanced  in  their  studies,  to  give  them  this  opportunity,  as  such 
studies  are  pursued  there  wiiich  hts  tliem  to  enter  the  high  school; 
also  these  same  scholars  are  not  taking  the  time  which  ought  to 
be  given  to  the  primary  grades. 

We  have  also  been  criticized  because  of  the  decision  we  made 
in  regard  to  paying  tuition  in  bordering  states.  We  beg  to  say 
that  these  decisions  were  made,  not  because  of  any  ill  will  we  had 
toward  anyone,  but  after  careful  study  of  the  state  lav;  and  con- 
sulting the  state  superintendent  on  points  we  did  not  understand, 
we  came  to  the  decision  whicli  we  made  and  believe  it  to  1)e  a 
just  interpretation  of  the  law.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kindge: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  superintendent  of  schoolS;,  also 
the  report  of  the  supervisor  of  music. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  schools  of  Eindge  is  practically 
the  same  as  last  year  and,  except  for  the  last  five  weeks,  tlie  at- 
tendance has  been  excellent.  Since  the  Christmas  recess  bad 
weather  and  sickness  have  caused  a  falling  off  both  in  member- 
ship and  attendance.  The  number  of  instances  of  tardiness  dur- 
ing the  fall  term  was  excessive,  but  two  pupils  were  responsible 
for  nearly  half  of  the  entire  number. 

The  general  condition  of  the  school  buildings  is  good,  except 
that  a  defective  chimney  in  ISTumber  8  has  caused  considera1)le 
trouble  from  smoke.  The  blackboard  space  is  limited  in  most  of 
the  schools,  except  Number  3,  which  has  been  equipped  with  slate 
boards,  which  are  appreciated  by  teacher  and  pupils.  If  one  school 
could  be  so  equipped  each  year,  the  cost  would  not  be  felt  and  the 
improvement  would  be  permanent.  I  have  applied  "liquid  slat- 
ing^^  to  the  boards  in  three  schools  with  excellent  results,  but 
this  is  not  economical  as  the  coating  soon  wears  olf. 

It  is  hoped  that  with  the  cooperation  of  teachers  and  pupils 
a  marked  improvement  can  he  made  in  the  appearance  and  con- 
dition of  the  school  yards.  Teachers  seldom  seem  to  realize  their 
responsibility  for  the  condition  of  grounds  and  outbuildings  as 
well  as  for  that  of  the  school  rooms. 

Under  the  new  law  such  districts  as  are  entitled  to  receive  state 
aid  receive  $2  for  each  week  of  service  of  each  of  the  qualified 
teachers  in  their  employ.  (Qualified  teachers  are  graduates  of 
normal  schools  or  holders  of  state  certificates).  This  aid,  ap- 
plied to  teachers'  salaries,  gives  such  towns  better  teachers  at  no 
increase  of  cost  to  themselves,  and  if  we  are  to  have  such  teachers, 
we  must  pay  the  wages  which  their  services  command  in  other 
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(owns.  To  employ  poor  iciiclicrs  Ixicjiuse  ili(iy  (;;im  be  hired  rrioro 
(licaply  is  like  l)iiviii<4-,  for  in v(!sl iiiciii,  stock  wliicli  (lo(!S  not  pny 
idciids,  simply  bccuuHi;  it  v;\n  he  hoii^^lit  helow  its  par  vahie. 
'I'iicre  ai-e  iHimerous  instanees  of  th(!  sahiry  j);iid  not  being  the 
measure  ol'  a  leaeh(M-'s  value,  hid,  I'l-cMjiKJiit  changes  are  evidence 
that  we  pay  too  inuch  lor  what  vv(;  get,  or  an;  not  paying  enough 
to  retain  the  teachers  we  want. 

A  good  grammar  school  ought  to  be  maintained  for  tlie 
whole  district  but,  witliout  transportation,  sueli  a  school  wiJl  not 
he  a  success  unless  it  oil'ers  advantages,  not  to  be  gained  in  the 
mixed  scliools.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  better  work  can  be 
done  in  a  scliool  of  two  or  three  grades  than  in  a  mixed  school  of 
six  or  eight,  but  concentration  which  makes  a  larger  scliool 
witliout  a  more  efficient  teacher  is  not  educationally  advantageous, 
whatever  merit  it  may  have  from  the  financial  point  of  view. 

An  inventory  of  the  books  owned  by  the  district  has  been 
prepared,  so  that  books  not  In  use  in  one  school  can  be  transferred 
to  another  and  save  the  cost  of  additional  copies.  This  can  be 
done  with  the  supplementary  reading  books  throughout  the  year. 

The  Slocum  copy  slips  are  used  in  all  the  schools  and  are 
giving  good  results.  They  can  be  kept  close  to  the  line  where 
the  pupil  is  writing  and  prevent  the  following  of  the  last  line 
written  as  a  copy. 

Thermometers  have  been  placed  in  each  school  room  to  aid 
the  teacher's  judgment  in  keeping  the  room  at  a  reasonable 
temperature.
